MAY BEA FINAL DEFIANCE 


IN GALWAY BOG 


Searchers Bear the. Murdered 
Curate to.a Bier in His 
Parish Church. 


KIDNAPPED LAST . WEEK 


Fellow Clergy Declare That 
Father Griffin Died a Martyr— 
Other Priests Threatened. 


GALWAY, Nov. 21:—The body of 
Father Griffin, the priest who -disap- 
péared* several days ago, was found 
waeteniay in a chalow grave about four

The body was vent to Galway this 
morning. Intense excitement prevails. 
Ihe body of Father. Griffin, who was 
the curate of Bushy Pafk, wéi found 
‘in a ‘bog by the roadside ‘near Darna, 
four miles from Galway. -Volunteers 


had been’ searching for the missing .cu- 
rate since he was kidnapped. by three 
unknown: persons last Sunday. A party 
of country lads made the tragic dis- 
covery. 

‘The boys observed in the bog what ap- 
peared to have been a-récent upheaval, 
They, began probing into the mound with 
sticks .and: finally uncovered the. skirts 
and the overcoat of the priest. Without 
proceeding further they sent for priests 
ih Galway, and” *when they arrived, 
working under their direction by moon- 
light, unearthed the body of the missing 
curate. 

The bullet wound-in the head of -the 
priest was evidence of ‘the cause of 
his death. 

‘ Cottagers in this bleak and: sparsely 
inhabited part of the countryside tell of 
the mysterious arrival at midnight last 
Sunday, following the kidnapping of 
Father Griffin, of a lorry load of men. 
The lorry halted near the spot where 
the body was found and the lights were 
extinguished: I, about twenty minutes 
the lamps were relighted and the aul 
drove away. 

When the body of Father Griffin was 
brought into Galway today it was placed 
uncoffined on the high altar of -the 
parish church. Huge ¢rowds passed be- 
fore the bier; while three. priests knelt 


near by reciting the Rosary. The first; 


intimation the townsfolk had of the 
tragedy was an. announcement made by 
the priests at the morning masses. 

‘At St. Joséph’s Church, where Father 
Griffin presided, pathetic scenes of 
grief were . witnessed. The priests 
omitted the usuaj sermon and confined 
themselves to relating incidents of the 
life of Father Griffin and paying tribute 
to him. They declared that the priest 
had ‘earned: a .martyr’s crown and 
begged the. congregation to pray for the 
repose of his soul, but not to forget also 
to pray for his murderers. 

Although a number of priests lately 
have been iil-treated or ‘threatened, 
Father Griffin‘is the first to forfeit his 


life. In fact, no priest has*been done to 


death tn Ireland in many years.

REAL FRIENDS OF IRELAND. 

In the past year Sina Fein has 
gained the support of much of the 
moderate and respected element «in 
Treland, which had previously been in- 
clined to hold off, and it has won a 
great deal of sympathy from foreign- 
ers who are willing to overlook the 
organization’s war record in view -of 
present conditions in Ireland. But that 
| sympathy is not strong enough to 
drive any of Bngland’s present or re- 
cent allies into a. war to ‘‘ free.” Ire- 
land, and this is what the most active 
and noisy ‘: friends of Ireland * in 
this country seem to Want. 

They will not get it; and failing to 
get it, they cannot ‘do: much good to’ 
Sinn Fein or much. harm to England, 
though they may do great harm to 
Anglo-American. relations. The real 
friends of Ireland in this country 
would perhaps go about the matter in 
a different way. They might, for ex- 
ample, “make it clear to the. Sinn Fein 
leaders—if these would listen—that 
theré are certain things which Eng- 
land will net and cannot give up. This 
irreducible: minimum is less, it may be 
asserted, ‘than the Position Bfigland 
retains in the present Homie Rule ‘bill 
to which Mr. ‘Liorb Grorce is sticking 
with ‘.such.. unaccustomed steadfast- 
ness.

People who talk about making Eng- 
land grant complete indépendence to 
Ireland might as well realize that they 
will -have to fight for it. 

We did not give complete indcnan 
dence to Cuba. The-ffrst, second and 
seventh clauses of the Platt amend- 
thent, incorporated.in the Cuban Con- 
stitution, provide that the Cuban Gov- 
ernment shall never impair its inde- 
pendence by foreign treaty, or grant 
to foreign Powers rights of coloniza- 
tion or military or-naval bases in the 
island; that it shall contract no debts 
which cannot be paid for out of ordi- 
nary revenue; and that: it. will sell-or 
lease to the United States land for 
naval stations at certain — specified 
points. With reservations such as 
these, Britain might consider a grant: 
of independence to Ireland. Present 
conditions in Treland, howgver, make 
it probable that something similar to 
the third section of the Platt amend-| 
ment would have to be applied to Ire- 
Jand. That Section authorizes the 
United States to intervene if necessary 
for the protection of Cuban indepen- 
dence or for ‘* the maintenance of a 
‘“* Government adequate far the pro- 
‘tection of life, property. and indi- 
‘* vidual liberty.’ Without that, Ul- 
ster and the South of Ireland would be 
constantly at each other’s throats. 

Last’ February Professor: DE VALERA. 
suggested some such ‘solution; but 
though he is the voice of Sinn Fein, 
he does‘not seem to be either its brains 
or its mailed fist. The propgsat ‘met 
with little approval on ‘either side at 
the time. We are not sure that it is 
the best possible solution of the Irish 
question, but it is certainly the most 
thet the Irish can exer get: To hold 
out for full and uncontrolled indepen- 
dence’ is merely to strengthen the 
hands ,of their enemies in England. 
At any rate, it does no harm to re- 
member that the Platt amendment 
status is the maximgum concession that 
Fngland can ever make; whether ‘she 
makes that must depend in part, at 
least, on the Irish. 








MEDICO-EHISTORIC DETERMINISM. 

Again the word of power is uttered 
in Kansas and the medicine of history 
takes the place of the philosophy of 
history—such as it is..

GERMAN DISSERTATIONS. 
Reportg from Geneva show the 
Germans at their pretty Ways again. 


They are’ not in the League, but they’ 


are filing with it big volumes filled 
with protests, objections, criticisms, 
complaints and lamentations. They 
allege -that the Versailles Treaty is 
not. being executed as it should be: 
In the‘ matter of the colonies and the 
maridates, they declare that.Germany 
is suffering wrong. But she ought to 
be content to wait a bit. She delayed 
sixty years in carrying out her treaty 
agreement td give Schleswig a plebi- 
seite. ‘For that, no doubt, the Ger- 
man diplomatic doctors’ could produce 
theses as learned as those they are 
now depositing at Geneva. Besides, it 
hardly.lies in German mouths to cry 
out that the Treaty is not being exe- 
cuted properly. How about Germany's 
own part in that execution? 

Until her purpose and good faith in 
that matter are made clear, it is idle 
for her to file‘an application for mem- 
bership in the League of Nations. The 
very terms of the Covenant, providing 
for admission by a two-thirds vote of 
the Assembly, stipulate that it shall be 
granted only to a country that ‘* shall 
** give effective guarantees of ‘its sin- 
*‘ cere intention to observe its inter- 
‘* national obligations.’’ Failing such 
effective guarantees, all the German 
dissertations are merely so much good 
paper wasted. Tlfey may please their 
authors, but won’t do the least harm 
to the League. ‘

of intrastate rates by the Interstate

ADRIATIC INJUSTICE. 


Defended on the Ground of the Old 
Racial Struggle. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There is but one irrefutable argument 
which, when he-is frank, the Italian can 
make ‘to the statements’ of Professor 
Seymour, whose capabilities as a his- 
torian are so well known to Yale men. 
It is the argument which only the racial 
historian can make. 

It is necessary. to remember that any 
division of territories and allotment of 
economic privileges relating’ to Fiume 
and the islands and territories surround- 
ing the Adriatic would work injustice of 
one kind or another. On the one hand, 
you have the appeal of a faithful ally 
like Italy who has mortgaged her future 
for years to come in order ‘that the 
Entente cause niight not be defeated; on 
the other, ‘the claims of the Jugoélavs, 
an Alpine race closely allied and inti- 
mately related in blood, destiny of na- 
tion and economy with the Central 
Powers. In other words, the conflict is 
one of races! 

The Italian is of the so-called’ Medi- 
terranean race; while the Jugoslav and 
most Central Europeans, as well as most 
Russians, are of the so-called Aljpine 
races. Besides certain fundamental 
physical differences between these two, 
there ate temperamental and psychologi- 
cal differences. The Slav is silent, cold, 
melancholy ; the Italian is jovial, buoy- 
ant and optimistic. The conflict extends 


.to the very nature of the organisms/that 


each inherits. Of late the Alpine strain 
has been pressing the Mediterranean and 
Nordic stocks for supremacy in Europe. 
It is in essence a struggle by one civill- 
zation to supplant another. 

The Adriatic coast cf Italy. is the 
furthest éasternmost outpost which any 
non-Alpine people présent to this unre- 
lentless tide of Alpineism.

JOSEPH CASSIDY on 
OF QUEENS DIES 


‘Stricken With Apoplexy at Club, 


Ex-Leader Expires on 
Reaching His Home. . 


"| TWICE BOROUGH PRESIDENT 


One of the Last of the City’s ola: 
Time Political “Bosses”—Was 
Long Under Fire. 


Joseph Cassidy, former borough Presi- 
dent of Queens, and for many years 
Democratic ‘‘boss"’ of that borough, 
died suddenly of apoplexy yesterday 
afternoon at 5 o'clock at his home in 
‘Cariton Avenue,.in the Hollywood Park 
district of Far Rockaway. He was 
taken ill at the Far Rockaway Club, and 
was removed to his home, where he died 
within a.few minutes. Dr.“Crosby of St. 
Joseph's Hospital, who was summoned 
by Mrs. Cassidy, said that death was 
caused by apoplexy. 

Mr. Cassidy, known as * Curley Joe,” 
from the waviness of his hair, was one 
of the last of the old-time politica] lead- 
ers, the practicality of whose politics 
brought them continually under fire. He 
attained the leadership of the Demo- 
cratic organization in Queens by his de- 
feat of Patrick J. (“‘ Battle Axe "*) Glea- 
son at the time of the consolidation act 
creating the present New York City, 
which took effect Jan. 1, 1898. He was 
twice elected borough President of 
Queens and twice defeated. 

He was the absolute political power 
in Queens during the early stages of its 
development as a borough. He lost this 
power and then regained it. His politi- 
cal activity was brought to a close by 
his conviction, with that of William 
Willett, for conspiracy to sell the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Supreme Court 
Justice in. the Second Judicial District 
to the latter.. Although he was released 
on parole after serving part of his 
sentence and had his citizenship restored 
by .Governor Whitman, he apparently 
made little or no effort to re-enter 
politics. a 

He was indicted recently by the 
Nassau County Grand Jury for alleged 
connection with gambling. Friends ‘de- 
clared last night that this charge was 
without foundation, and said his death 
Was caused by disappointment and a 
broken -heart rather than by any actual 
physical ailment. ~ 

Born in Queens. 

Cassidy was born.in Queens 5 years 
ago, the son of a florist, who had his 
place of business just outside Calvary 
Cemetery. After graduation from gram- 
mar school, he worked for his father, 
and later went into the fur department 
of Arnold, Constable & Co., of which he 
eventually became the head. He entered 
politics in the eighties and obtained his 
first political job, that of Excise Com- 
missioner of Long Island. City at $2,000 
a@ year, in 1893. 

While holding this place Cassidy ‘was 
nominated and elected Alderman He 
refused to resign as Excise Commis- 
Sioner but held on to both jobs and won 
out in a legal fight, which followed his 
refusal. 

In 1895, he supported John P, Madden 
against ‘Gleason for Mayor of Long. Is- 
land City, but lost this fight. His op- 
portunity ‘to defeat Gleason came in 
the election of 1897; immediately preced- 
ing consolidation, and with the eid of 
Madden he elected Frederick Bowley 
as the first -Borough President .of 
Queens. During the period which fol- 
lowed, Cassidy obtained @ reputation 
for independence of Tammany control 
as a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
and quarreled with Richard Croker, 
then the Tammany leader. 

Cassidy became popular with the 
younger element of the Democratic 
Party in Queens and was elected to 


succeed Bowley as Borough President, 


and then re-elected for a second term. 
His salary. was $5,000 a year. Dur- 
ing these four years he was the politi- 
cal dictator of the borough and became 
known as ‘“‘the King of Queens.” A 
great real estate development of the 
bereugh marked this period, and there 
were many streets opened, many sewers 
jaid and other public improvements. 
Cassidy was credited with having 
amassed a fortune during these four

money stringency had passed its maxi- 
mum was quite unmistakable. That 
was proved not only by the decliné in 
Stock Exchange money rates from 10 
per cent. to 6 for the first time in 
four weeks, but by the Federal Re- 
serve statements, which are now the 
real barometer of the actual money 
The reserve ratio of. the 
entire Federal Reserve system, as 
shown in the figures published yes- 
terday morning, rose last week to the 
highest percentage since July, while a 
further reduction in loans and note 
circulation last week brought the two 
accounts respectively $177,000,000 and 
$48,000,000 below the recent high 
points of the season. 

For the violent decline on the Stock 
Exchange .which accompanied this 
slow relaxation in the money strin- 
gency there were two reasons—the 
fact that such a decline goes on of its 
own momentum, so to speak, even 
when the immediate causes are oper- 
ating less ‘urgently, but also the fact 
that the fall in prices had of ftself 
created an increasingly difficult situ- 
ation for merchants, out-of-town 
banks or stock speculators..with over- 
extended credit, the shrinkage in 
whose collateral compelled the closing 
out of the’ loans at any sacrifice. 
After so prolonged and rapid a decline 
in values it was not surprising that on 
Friday Wall Street should have begun 
to hear that such a situation had’even 
overtakén certain interests which were 
remembered as posing asa dominant 
influence in the wild markets of last 
March. Incidents of that sort are in- 
variably one part of a great financial 
readjustment. 

No prudent man will undertake pre- 
dictions regarding the immediate fu- 
ture course of such a market. It is 
never possible to say exactly when 
forced liquidation will have reached a 
halting place. Usually the arrival of 
such a moment is indicated by a day 
of excessively violent declines, with 
much the -largest Stock Exchange 
business of the season. What is well 
known, however, as a matter of ex- 
perience is that such a culmination of 
such an Autumn decline, coming. be- 
fore the year is over, is always apt to 
be followed by a sudden and complete 
change in the aspect of the market. 
When even the ‘‘ rich men’s liquida- 
tion’? of 19038. amd the November 
panic of 1907 had as their immeédiate 
sequél a date December recovery of 5 
o 10. per cent. in stocks arid & 
ral rise in bond prices, precedent, 
any rate, is fairly plain. 

One highly. important moral from 
last week’s incidents in financial and 
commercial markets has to do with the 
policy of the Federal Reserve. <A 
banker could say last week to a con- 
vention of manufacturers, as he could 
not have said with their approval six 
months ago, that ‘‘ the chief credit 
for the fact that we are not now in 
the midst of a serious panic lies with 
the Federal Reserve system.’’ What 
this meant was that, if the lending 
institutions had been left to overload 
their credit facilities by accommodat- 


{| ing speculative borrowers on the scale 
,, of 1919, the cord might easily have

| mands began, as it did in 1907. 


It would be rash to assume that 
every one has learned to recognize 
these facts. In the last few weeks we 
have had farmers’ associations put- 
ting political pressure on the Reserve 
Board to expand the credit fund for 
the sake of $3 wheat and 40-cent 
cotton; we have had angry denuncia- 
tion of the board’s. “‘ wrecking 
policy,”” uttered by public men; we 
have even had suggestions from a 
mémber of the Federal banking ad- 
ministration itself as to how the Re- 
serve system might, without expressly 
violating the law, expand its loans by 
a further huge amount and iet its 
“ reperve ratio ’* fall below the statu- 
tory limit. 

No doubt most.of us see the matter 
more clearly now; but it will not do 
to rest im false security.
